I love Charles Dickens’ classic ‘A Christmas 
Carol,” and I’m a huge fan of the British sci-fi 
series “Doctor Who.” So I was predisposed to 
like “Doctor Who: A Christmas Carol.” 

Actually, I love it. Executive producer 
and head writer Steven Moffat has outdone 
himself, weaving together strands of the 
Dickens story with plenty of the wibbly 
wobbly, timey wimey “Who” traditions. He 
mixes science fiction and outlandish fun with 
touches of whimsy and horror, romance and a 
good bit of melancholy to show viewers that 
life shouldn’t be lived doing— or not doing— 
things you’ll regret. 

If you don’t know “Doctor Who” (Matt 
Smith), he’s a Time Lord from the planet 
Gallifrey who travels in aTARDIS — a space- 
ship that looks like an old British police box. 
In this Christmas special, the Doctor also 
comes down the chimney of Kazran Sardick, 
the bitter miser who runs Sardicktown and 


the airspace above it. 

The special picks up where the last season 
ended, with the Doctor’s companion, Amy 
Pond, and her new hubby, Rory (series regu- 
lars Karen Gillan and Arthur Darvill), taking 
a honeymoon space cruise that goes horribly 
wrong. Instead of enjoying their little dress- 
up game, the newlyweds are trapped with 
4,000 others as the ship plummets though 
thick fog to the planet below. 

To save them, the Doctor has to warm 
Sardick’s icy heart, because the Scrooge is the 
only man able to run a machine that can clear 
the fog. 

Smith remains marvelously childUke as 
the Doctor, rattHng off huge chunks of clever 
dialogue faster than Frosty would melt. We 
see Httle of Gillan and Darvill, but they’re 
hardly missed thanks to terrific guest stars. 
Michael Gambon, whom fans of the “Harry 
Potter” films may know as Dumbledore, fully 
owns the role of Kazran Sardick, making the 
broken old man both heartless and heart- 


breaking. Opera singer and first-time actor 
Katherine Jenkins radiates beauty and good- 
ness in the pivotal role of Abigail. 

You can devour spoilers elsewhere, but I 
suggest you don’t. Like Santa himself, some 
things are best left to the imagination until 
Christmas Day.

Rast joins Target

William Rast is the latest designer label to board the Target 
train. 

Unlike most of Target’s high-low partnerships, which have 
relatively little (if anything) to offer the fashion-forward male, 
this one has just as much to offer the guys as it does the girls. 
The selections include T-shirts, button-front shirts and hood- 
ies for him; skirts, faux-leather shorts, jeggings and embel- 
lished loose-fitting tank tops for her; and a range of five-pock- 
et denim and outerwear pieces for both. 

The chance to offer menswear was a major reason that the 
limited-run collection has the end-of-the-year pole position. 

“The last week of holiday and moving into January is a re- 
ally crucial time for apparel,” said Trish Adams, senior vice 
president of apparel and accessories for Target. ‘And histori- 
cally, 95 percent of our collaborations have been geared to 
women— the last one that really had something for men was 
Rogan, which was a little over two years ago— and we were 
really looking for something that had a compelling offering 
for men.” 

The William Rast for Target collection is priced from 
$16.99 for ^ tank T-shirt to $199.99 for a fringed leather jacket 
(compared with $50 to $700 for the core William Rast line). 
It’s slated to be sold in select Target stores and on the retailer’s 


website through Jan. 22. 

Even if you aren’t familiar with the name William Rast, 
based in L.A., you’ve probably heard of one of its co-found- 
ers: entertainer Justin Timberlake. The pop star launched the 
denim-heavy line in 2005 with Trace Ayala, a childhood friend 
with whom he grew up in Millington, Tenn. (“William” is the 
first name of Timberlake ’s grandfather, and “Rast” is the last 
name of Ayala’s.) The line drew much of its nostalgic Ameri- 
cana aesthetic from the shared childhood experience. 

During the past five years, William Rast proper, which 
sells through high-end boutiques and department stores, has 
slowly grown, both in offerings— footwear and eyewear were 
recent additions, and handbags are reportedly in the works — 
and in footprint, opening a handful of stand-alone stores. The 
founders also recruited the high-power fashion design duo of 
Johan and Marcella Lindeberg. 

Although it’s evolved since, the line today still hews to those 
early influences, keying into assorted frontier, biker, military 
and wandering-free-spirit influences from season to season. 
It’s a vibe that definitely translates to the new Target collec- 
tion as weU— although it’s been distilled even further to “bik- 
er/rebel” basics (for him) and “bohemian/tomboy” staples (for 
her). It also feels more appropriate for the younger end of the 
20- to 30 -year-old demographic range Target is shooting for.

Devastating 

achievement 


Eight months and a lot of support group 
meetings since the death of their 4-year-old 
son, Becca (Nicole Kidman) and Howie 
(Aaron Eckhart) can’t figure out the right 
way to move forward. Not simplifying their 
family situation is Becca’s immature, newly 
pregnant sister Izzy (Tammy Blanchard) or 
Becca’s mom (Dianne Wiest), who continu- 
ously compares her deceased grandson to her 
son who died of a heroin overdose. 

The buzz: This type of intimate family 
portrait is much quieter than director John 
Cameron Mitchell’s previous work (“Hedwig 
and the Angry Inch,” “Shortbus”). Yet David 
Lindsay- Abaire adapted the script from his 
own play so this could be a case of a director 
changing to fit the material, not the other 
way around. 

The verdict: Obviously this isn’t easy 
stuff, and the movie doesn’t go easy on it. 
With more patience and lack of effect than 
“Rachel Getting Married,” “Rabbit Hole” is 


stripped down to its story and its characters, 
who demonstrate the necessity of family 
even when family members have the inside 
knowledge to wound each other with words. 
Kidman’s American accent slips back into 
Australian when she yells, but she’s great in 
all the other moments, as are Eckhart, Wiest 
and newcomer Miles Teller as the teenager 
involved in Becca and Howie’s son’s acci- 
dental death. Lindsay-Abaire’s script doesn’t 
necessarily make any tremendously insight- 
ful points. It simply achieves raw poignancy 
while capturing honest people trudging 
through the hard stuff, wondering how to 
feel better— and if they ever will. 

Did you know? Becca informs Izzy that 
there is, in fact, a cutoff date for when people 
have to stop behaving like jackasses. If only 
we all knew when that date was coming so we 
could plan accordingly
